The Athletic Policy 



PRESENT POLICY OF THE ATH- 
LETIC BOARD APPROVED AND 
ITS CONTINUANCE URGED BY 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF UNI- 
VERSITY 



Feeling the need of a better under- 
standing and the establishment of a 
more definite policy as regards the 
general conduct and direction of the 
athletic activities of the institution, 
the Athletic Board in session last 
June appointed a committee consisting 
of Dr. Woodruff, C. G. Aikens and 
Prof, 'Irossman to confer with the 
members of the Board of Directors of 
the University in this matter. Fol- 
lowing this action a similar commit- 
tee composed of members of the Board 
of Directors of the University was ap- 
pointed and a joint meeting of the 
two committees held. As a result of 
this joint meeting the following reso- 
lutions were submitted to and adopt- 
ed by the Board of Directors at their 
meeting held June 12, 1923:

this famous church has a quartet the 
members of which are known from 
coast to coast. Incidentally this 
church pays her the largest salary of 
any soprano soloist in the country. 

In May, 1918, Grace Kerns went 
overseas to sing for the soldiers, re- 
maining eight months in the danger 
zone, entertaining for the 77th, 26th, 
29th. 42nd and 79th Divisions of the 
American Expeditionary Force. While 
here no danger was too great for her 
expose herself to if wanted. When 
there were badly wounded men at the 
front in some outlying emergency hos- 
pital, thither she went with her ac- 
companist, Mary Seiler, who carried 
a small Irish harp. Often she was 
reproved by the military authorities 
for recklessness, but even this did 
not dampen her ardor to bring cheer 
to the wounded men, and resolutely 
she continued till her strength threat- 
ened to give out under the constant 
strain. "Sometimes 1 sang as many as 
ten times a day, beginning at eight 
o'clock in the morning," Miss Kerns 
said simply in speaking of these 
times, "but no woman ever sang under 
more stirring conditions There was 
something about the enormous tragedy 
of it all that made one feel the most 
one had to offer was insignficant in 
comparison with the magnificent sac- 
rifices those boys made so bravely." 

Returning home the following win- 
ter, Grace Kerns found it necessary 
to take a much needed rest before re- 
suming her extensive concert work. 
"As for my voice," she hastened to 
add, "strange as it may seem, it was 
better than ever. The strain appear- 
ed to have done It good. Musicians 
told me it had a new quality in it 
that was not there when I went away. 
Perhaps it was the indelible memory 
of those times which left its imprint 
upon my whole being, my voice in- 
cluded. I shall never forget!"— which 
is also the feeling of the countless 
homesick wounded men who heard her 
sing in strife-torn France.

The Hon. John S. Fisher, of Indi- 
ana, tormer Banking Commissioner of 
Pennsylvania, and for years president 
of the Associated Highways Organiza- 
tion of Pennsylvania, this week Issued 
a statement showing that taxpayers 
in Pennsylvania townships will actu- 
ally save money if the voters Novem- 
ber <; approve the $:>o,ooo,ooo bond 
Issue for road purposes. 

"With this money," said Senatoi 
Fisher, "the State Highway Depart- 
ment will build over 1300 miles of road 
V ere this mileage Hot built by the 
department, the improvement, if it 
came about, would necessarily have to 
be at the cost of the taxpayers in the 
various townships. 

"Every piece of construction under- 
taken by the Slate Hiirhway Depart- 
ment is a relief to the individual tax- 
payers because the cost of this con- 
st ruction comes, for the most part. 
from the taxes paid Into the Statt 
Treasury by corporations. 

"It is Impossible for this bond issue 
to increase the taxes of fanners or 
other owners of real estate. There is 
no state tax on real estate. 

"Since 1010. the commonwealth has 
|**n*d ViO 000.000 In bonds, but no 
'ierson's tax was increased its a re- 
sult : nor will any person's tax grow 
larger as a result of the new bond 
issue." 

"Where do the state taxes come 
from?" Senator Fisher was asked. 

"Pennsylvania corporations pay 
three-anartera of tb'>m." was Senator 
Fisher's reply. "Thev pay a tax on 
capital *tock. their net profits, corpor- 
ation loans, corporation gross receipts, 
corporation sross premiums, corpora- 
tion penalties, corporation interest, a 
bonus on charters. 

"In addition we have a tax on 
bankers' and brokers' cross receipts, 
bank stock, borough loans, building 
and loan stock, foreign insurance 
premiums, notary public co- .missions, 
notary public gross receipts, unregis- 
tered foreisrn insurance premiums.

"The miscellaneous income includes 
receipts for the care of insane, the 
collection of surety on bonds, cup- 
vonding machines, escheats, examina- 
tion of moving pict re films, fees of 
pcblic officers, and a dozen other mis- 
j cellaneons Items.

When these disintegrated their frag- 
ments formed the derivative rocks. 
These are called sedimentary, strati- 
fied, fossiliferous, and non-crystalline. 
All stratified rocks have been deposit- 
ed in great beds of water, such as the 
ocean. They were originally deposited 
in a horizontal position, with the old- 
est in the lowest stratum. The geo- 
logical history of the earth is written 
in the strata of these rocks. The forms 
of life which existed at the time of 
deposition are preserved in the rocks 
as fossils. The Japanese earthquake,

1845-1923

cated at Zurich. Awarded the 
Rumford Medal of the Royal 
Society in 1896 jointly with 
Philip Lenard for discovery of 
X-rays. Won the Nobel Prize 
in physics in 1901.

(which they would be if they followed | 
the syndines). 

The rocks below the area of erosion, 
of course, occupy the same positions 
that they were forced into at the time 
of up-thrust and crumbling. Draw a 
wavy line along a straight line and 
note that they are parallel at two 
places— the top and the bottom of each 
wave So are our rocks horizontal at 
the top of each anticline and at the 
bottom of each syncline, while be- 
tween these the slope gradually 
changes in degree and after crossing 
either the dip (slope) is in the oppo- 
site direction. Thus the locations of 
the axes of exactly level or horizontal 
strata is very important, as they mark 
the tops (anticlines) and bottoms (syn- 
c lines) of the folds.

The following regulations were 
adopted by the joint action of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the University 
and the student body. 
Article I 

Physical Education and Athletic Ac- 
tivities shall be under the direction 
of the Professor of Physical Educa- 
tion, who as head of the Department 
of Physical Education shall be a mem- 
ber of the University faculty. 
Article II 

He as well as any paid assistants 
he may require shall be elected by 
the Executive Committee of the Uni- 
versity in consultation with the Ath- 
letic Board. 

Article III 

All students of the University shall 
be required to pay an athletic fee of 
fifteen ($15) dollars which shall en- 
title them to admission to all home 
contests and also active membership 
in the Athletic Association.

SAFE FOR AMATEURISM 



Professor Sta^£, International Figure in the 
World of Sport, Leads in Fight to Have Uni- 
versity Records Clean

In the relentless, everlasting war- 
fare to make college athleticB safe for 
amateurism, here are a few directors 
vim have K » • j > t their powder drj al 
all times. Under pressure of the 
bread-and-butter necessity of produc- 
ing championship teams, when in the 
nature of things only one in half a 
dozen can win a given title, i 1 is not 
denied thai many college coaches have 
stretched this quality of amateurism. 
One of the few men who have been 
undeviating In ilu-ir stand for clean, 
non-professional records is Professor 

A. A. StHRH. veteran athletic director 

.ii University of Chicago, in all his 
thirty-one years in command of Ma- 
roon forces, not once bus the whisper 
of mspicion been heard against this 
warrior. 

It might he claimed that Professor 
Slang has not been under the same 
pressure to produce winners, what- 
ever the cost, that has weakened 
many another in a similar position. 

As a matter of fact, there have been 
many campaigns to dislodge him after 
unsuccessful seasons in football audi 
Other sports, but the Old Man has 
been proof against all attack. His 
enemies have been forced to admit 
that season in and season out over a 

period of years, Stagg'i teams have 

Won their due ratio of championships, 
ami this in the face of the fact that 
the Chicago undergraduate body is 
smaller by two-thirds than many of 
Its "Big Ten" rivals.

lie refused to do it, because he felt 
it was not right, altho the practice, 
so thoroly denounced by all colleges 
nowadays, was permitted then and 
even en< ouraged. 

"Illogical thinking and talking on 
this subject by newspapers and by 
men who ought to know better has 
done an immense amount of damage 
to amateur sports," declared Profes- 
sor SlagK. 

"General opinion has become so con- 
fused that the continued existence of 
Intercollegiate competition in athletics 
was actually seriously threatened. The 
public could not understand why col- 
lege hall players were not permitted 
to earn money playing for professional 
teams." 

This attitude. Professor Stagg point- 
ed out, resulted in the encourage- 
ment of many violations of the eligi- 
bility tales ami the loss of some of 
the best players to conference col- 
leges. It culminated in the Taylor- 
ville-Carlinville football scandal, par 
ticipated in by an entire team of Uni- 
versity of Illinois men including two 
or three varsity players hired on one 
side and about the same number from 
Notre Dame University hired on the 
other side. 

"Conference officials awoke to the 
menace following these scandals," 
said Professor Stagg. "They saw 
that we were either to have profes- 
sional athletics all the way thru, or 
no intercollegiate athletics at all. un- 
less drastic action were taken. It 
showed that we cannot wink at base- 
ball playing for money without cor- 
rupting the entire athletic program. 
for football stars, basketball star-. 
swimming and track heroes will at 
once follow the example." 

Selling the Amateur Idea 

Vital need for the education of col- 
li > faculties, alumni, students, ath- 
and the general public on thi3 
mbject is one of the chief i auses • I 
the appoint menl ol i commission i 
athlet ics for t hi ci mf< i • nee, 
J, !..

their educational, their physical and 
character building value, 

"fair play, Rood feeling in the midst 

of strenuous rivalry, self-sacrfiiee, de- 
termination, perseverance, willing- 
ness of the player to give the best 
thai is in him for the sake of the 
team, loyalty and devotion are some 

of the things developed by college 
athletics. 

"What greater thing is there than 
to be masters of ourselves" If We 

were our complete masters, we should 
he supermen.

Is absolutely no objection, moral or 
otherwise, to any man or boy selling 
his skill in any activity, whether at a 

trade or a sport. 

"A professional athlete of any 
kind," he said, "is not barred from 
getting a college education with the 
money he earns in sport. All we say 
is that he cannot play on our teams 
with athletes who play for the fun of 
it, for the honor in it, for the educa- 
tion in it, because a group of profes- 
sional athletes in schools creates un- 
healthy athletic conditions. 

"When an athlete begins to take 
money for his skill, his whole thought 
is, 'What is there in it for me?' The 
amateur's dominating motives are the 
joy of the game, the thrill of excell- 
ing, loyalty to the team and to the 
institution, and the desire for the good 
opinion of his group. The predomi- 
nant thought of the professional is 
how much money he can get out of 
his sport." 

Professor Stagg asserted that it was 
no accident that professional athletes 
did not respond quickly and freely to 
their country's call in the World War, 
as did the athletes in amateur sports. 
Professionalism Kills Spontaneity 
"There is a fundamental reason for 

! it," he stated. "Amateur sport trains 

! youth in loyalty to the highest desire. 

■ Its inspirations are fine and ennobling, 
unselfish and brave. Patriotism de- 
velops naturally and spontaneously in 

.•UCh oil. The instant a youth acquires 
the professional spirit, his services 
are no longer enthusiastic and spon- 
taneous, co-operative and unselfish. 

"This is the blight inherent in pro- 
fessional athletics. There is another 
aspect of most professional athletics 
which, while not inseparable, is usual- 
ly to be found. This is the environ- 
ment. Professional athletes usually 
have for their satellites, their hangers- 
on, the lower elements of society, in- 

| eluding the loafers and gamblers. 



"Now a professional can hold him- 
self above this environment, and 
many no doubt do. But it is a tre- 
mend6us handicap and all too many 
are not able to keep straight. Ama- 
teur athletics is clear of such environ- 
ment. Its environment is of the high- 
est order that our civilization affords. 
Our task is to keep it so." 

Another point Professor Stagg made 
about the college hoy who plays pro- 
fessionally was that the boy more of- 
ten sells the college name rather than 
his services. 

"Many college players, without their 
college reputations, would not be 
worth hiring for their skill alone. 
Their chief value is their drawing 
power as college players. Colleges 
cannot permit their names to be sold 
in this manner. 

"Then if certain college baseball 
players play all summer on profes- 
sional teams, while their college 
mates work at some real job, preserv- 
ing their amateur status, the amateurs 
will lose out in experience and skill 
so that professionals will win places 
over them on the team in every case. 
Then there would be nothing but pro- 
fessional teams." 

Professor Stagg would carry the 
amateur idea even beyond the col- 
leges. At his request the Order of 
the "C," composed of University of 
Chicago men who have won their ath- 
letic emblems from the first football 
team thirty-one years ago down to 
the present time, went on record at 
their annual meeting against any Chi- 
cago athlete playing professionally af- 
ter leaving college. 

You will find this sentiment grow- 
ing among professionals themselves. 
They are coming to believe that a 
young man will do better, eventually, 
by starting in as an office boy at $10 
a week than by going into profession- 
latter field for a few years, but at the 
age of thirty-five he will have done 
better in business.

That without becoming a member 
of the League of Nations as at pres- 
ent constituted, the United States gov- 
ernment should extend its present co- 
operation with the League and pro- 
pose participation in the work of its 
Assembly and Council under the fol- 
lowing conditions and reservations: 
Safeguarding of Monroe Doctrine 

1. The United States accepts the 
League of Nations as an instrument of 
mutual counsel, but it will assume no 
obligation to interfere with political 
questions of policy or internal admin- 
istration of any foreign state. | 

In uniting its efforts with those of 
other states for the preservation of 
peace and the promotion of the com- 
mon welfare, the United States in-' 
sists upon the safeguarding of the] 
Monroe Doctrine and does not aban- 
don its traditional attitutde concern- j 
ing American independence of the Old 
World and does not consent to submit 
questions regarded by it as purely 
its long established policy concerning 
American to the recommendation or 
decision of other Powers. 

No Military or Economic Force 

2. The only only kind of compul- 
sion which nations can freely engage 
to apply to each other in the name 
of Peace is that which arises from 
conference, from moral judgment, 
from full publicity, and from the pow- 

| er of public opinion. 

The United States will assume no 
obligations under Article X in its 
present form, or under Article XVI in 
its present form in the Covenant, or 
i in its amended form as now proposed, 
unless in any particular case Congress 
has authorised such action. 

The United States proposes that Ar- 
ticle X and XVI be either dropped al- 
together or so amended and changed 
as to eliminate any suggestion of a 
general agreement to use coercion for;

The submission of any manuscript, 
whether or not it receives an award 
shall give to the Association full 
rights to publish any part or all of it 
in such manner and at such times as 
it may choose.

Sec. :*,. Numerals may be award- 
ed to not more than six (ti) men in 
recognition of conscientious work dur- 
ing the season either on the Varsity 
or scrub teams.

Purpose 
This group is selected from repre 
sentative men in the I'niversity, part 
ly by anpointmenl and partly by elec 
(ion. and is organized (a) for confer- 
ence upon important college athletic 
affairs, (h) for taking the initiative in 
important college innovations, and (c) 
for bringing Into harmonious co-opera 
tion, the various college athletic or- 
ganizations. It shall in 710 way in- 
fluence policies or administer athletic 
finances, and shall act in advisory 
rather than executive capacity.

Its meinhers shall consist of nine 
men, including the chairman ex-officio 

and the treasurer of the Athletic As- 
. -x i.ition. and the Captains of the 

Football, Basketball, Baseball, Track 

and Tennis teams respectively. Tile 

remaining members shall he elected 
by ballot of the retiring cabinet. 
Meetings 

Meetings shall be arranged by con- 
ference between the president anil 
chairman. 

Officers 

Officers shall consist of a President 
and Secretary, elected at the first 
meeting of the year. These two, with 

the chairman ex-officio shall consti- 
tute the e\e< utive committee. 

Principles of Amateur Sport as de- 
fined by the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association of which the Middle 
Atlantic States Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation is a sub-division and of 
which Association Susquehanna is a 
charter member, are violated by the 

following practices: 

(a) — Proselyting: 

(1) The offering of inducements 
to playen to enter colleges or uni- 
versities because of their athletic 
abilities, and supporting or main- 
taining players while students on 
account of their athletic abilities, 
either by athletic organizations, 
individual alumni, or otherwise, di- 
rectly oi' indirectly. 

(2) The singling out of promi- 
nent athletic students of prepara- 
tory schools and endeavoring to 
influence them to enter a particu- 
lar college or university. 

(b) The playing of those ineligible 
as amateurs. An amateur ath- 
lete is defined as one who partici- 
pates in competitive physical 
sports only for the pleasure, and 
the physical, mental, moral and 
social benefits directly derived 
therefrom. 

(c) The playing of those who are 
not bona fide students in good 
and regular Standing, 

(d) Improper and imsportstntan- 
like conduct of any sort whatso 
ever, either on the part of con- 
testants, thi' coaches, their assis- 
tants or the student body.

The student government associa- 
tion as adopted has no jurisdiction 
over the co-eds. It is understood that 
they are working on a similar govern* 
ment for themselves, but at the pres- 
ent time are not fully prepared for 
its definite adoption, the constitution 
and general plan of government not 
being completely drawn up. 

After the adoption of the constitu- 
tion as a whole, the following council 
was elected for a term of one semes- 
ter: From the Senior class, Harner 
Middleswarth, Alvin Carpenter, Ray- 
mond Klinedinst and Wilson Kepner; 
Juniors, Harland Fague, Harley Barnes 
and Earl Thomas; Sophomores, Les- 
ter Lutz and Clyde Ertel; Freshmen, 
John Sanderson. 

The constitution as adopted follows. 
It is subject to revision at any time, 
this being only a form with which to 
get a good working start. The Con- 
stitution can be amended or revised 
so as to satisfy existing conditions: 
Article I 

The name of this organization shall 
lu : The Male Student Government 
Association of S. U. 

Article II 
The membership shall consist of all 
undergraduate, male students in regu- 
lar standing. 

Article III 
The purpose of this organization 
shall be as follows: — 

1. To inculcate and foster such 
campus traditions as will secure the 
loyalty of the student body and Alum- 
ni and respect of friends.

The accused shall be noti- 
1 fled of the same and summoned to 
appear before the council, with wit- 
ness and defense if he so desires. 

Sec. 4. A majority of said council 
shall be necessary to convict of any 
charge, and to determine the penalty. 
Sec. 5. No judgment shall be pro- 
nounced with penalty beyond suspen- 
sion. If cases of grave nature develop 
the council shall take action, and then 
report same to faculty for review and 
determination. 

Sec. 6. No reversal of the action of 
said council can be made, except by 
a vote of three-fourths of the Sen- 
ior, Junior and Sophomore members 
of the association. 

Article VI. 
Meetings of the association shall be 
held regularly on the second Tuesday, 
A. M. preceding the close of each sem- 
ester for election, etc., and also at call 
of president or appeal of 16 mem- 
bers. 

Meetings of the council shall be 
held weekly. 

60% of membership of association 
shall constitute a quorum. 
Article VII 
Amendments to this constitution 
may be made by presenting same in 
writing before the association, laid 
over for one week and then approved 
by a majority vote.

The educational facilities of Nebras- 
ka are very good, and the man who 
enters that field will have well edu- 
[ cated people with which to deal, but 
even though they are well educated 
they are lacking in leaders to uplift 
them spiritually and give them the 
word of Cod. He went on to empha- 
size that a young man entering that 
field need not fear the climatic con- 
ditions, for the climate there is some- 
what better than the climate in Penn- 
sylvania, for the atmosphere is more 
I dry than in our state. 

When it is hot in Nebraska it is 
hotter than in Pennsylvania, but youj 
do not mind the temperature, because 
: the atmosphere is not sultry. When 
it is cold, it is colder than in our 
state, but the individual does not mind 
the temperature as much because the 
bodily heat is conserved and does not] 
1 escape so readily on account of the ; 
dryness of the air. 

There are also many more fine fea- 
tures in that field to interest a person 
willing to work. 

Rev. Rangeler made such an inter- 
eating appeal that some of the young 
men in the Theological Seminary are 
considering entering the Western 
field. 

Uev. Kangeler also gave an inter- 
l esting talk to the entire student body, 
j during th Chapel Exercises on Friday 
S morning. Susquehanna is always glad 
j to have such men as these come into 
I her midst, for there is great advan- 
1 tage gained in hearing from the out- 
I side world.

meuts they wore, no friends, no home, 
nothinu' at all to make lite worth 
while. Many of those who were fortu- 
nate enough to be able to ride in the 
dark and dirty box cars, died from 
the lack of pure air. or of starvation. 
Mothers became frantic and insane up- 
on seeing their children starve to 
death, many preferred to kill their 
own offspring than to see them perish | 
degree by degree. 

The people of Furope are awakened 
to the tact that they lack enough edu- 
cated men and women to relieve tin 1 j 
situation. They do have schools, col- 
leges and universities, but they are 
run on such a meagre basis that the 
students are at a disadvantage. There 
are not many Americans who would' 
make the sacriifice that thousands of 
Europeans are making in order to gain 
an education. They have no warm 
rooms, no bedding, no change of 
clothes. All stay in one large heated 
room from 7 a. m. to 10 p. in. Very 
nearly all are tubercular. The Stud- 
dents Friendship Club is raising mon- 
ey to send to sanitariums those whose 
systems are not ravaged too much by 

the terrible disease. 

These students labor under many 
difficulties. They have no money to 
buy books and usually twenty people 

i study from one book. Each one is 
given seventeen cents a day with 
which to buy food. In the last three

Roger Bacon may not have invented gun- 
powder, as has been claimed by some biog- 
raphers of the famous Franciscan friar, but 
he exploded some of the outstanding errors 
of thirteenth century thought. Because of 
his advanced teachings, Bacon spent many 
years of his life in prison. 

In an age of abstract speculation he boldly 
asserted the mathematical basis of all the 
sciences. But even mathematical calcula- 
tion, he showed, must be verified by ex- 
periment, which discovers truths that spec- 
ulation could never reach.

He laid a most magnetic personal- 
ity; a voice deep, rich and sympathet- 
ic; and his thoughts were cast into 
lie oratorical mold; he could employ 
wit, humor, irony or sarcasm at will 
with telling effect and many an ill- ; 
starred scheme fell prostrate at a , 
thrust from the keen lance of his well-, 
mastered speech. His eloquence was 

so unusual and compelling that, wheth- 
er hv spoke thirty or sixty minutes, 
his audience, unconscious of time, 
hung on every word to the final Ut- 
terance, 

Dr. Spangler was a ran' conversa- 
tionalist. Whether he was in a 
group, his companionship was so de- 
lightful, and instructive as well, that 
one broke away from his only under 
sheer necessity of duties elsewhere 
He had traveled extensively in this 
country and in the old world.

Students wanted his direction; j 
lawyers came for suggestions in modes 1 
of procedure; governors and United ! 
Slates senators, regardless of party \ 
& illation, sought and followed his ad- 
vice ; but most of all those whose spir- 
itual perplexities disquieted their lives 
Ctme to him and found through him 
the Christ love, which alone can give 
the soul its proper poise in goodness 
and virtue. 

He has gone from among us. A 
strong man has heard the final sum- 
mons; but the great achievements he 
wrought will continue to bless man-

each one of us to .adhere. Therefore 
there falls on us the responsibility of 
being "educators of conscience."

Awards to be Given College Men in 
in the Junior and Senior Classes 
Thruout Country 



The New York School of Social 
Work is offering fellowships for the 
study of social work to twelve men 
and women in the colleges and univer- 
sities of the United States, according 
to an announcement made public by ] 
the Director of the School, Porter R. j 
Lee. Four awards of $1,200 each are 
open to graduating students of both 
sexes, and provide for a year of study 
in New York. Under the plan an- 
nounced, the fellowships will be grant- 
ed on the basis of competitive exami- 
nations, the last date for filing appli- 
cations for entrance is April 19th. 

Surprise was expressed that ten of 
the fellowships had been reserved ex- 
clusively for college men in the Jun- 
ior and Senior classes. These are 
for $155 each and are planned to cov- 
er necessary tuition and living ex- 
penses while the holder of the schol- 
arship is attending the summer ses- 
sion of 1924. All applications should 
be addressed to Mr. Lee at 108 East 
22d Street, New York. 

"In offering these ten fellowships 
to college men," said Mr. Lee in giv- 
ing out the statement. "The New York ' 
School of Social Work wishes to give 
students who have completed their 
Junior year an opportunity to attend 
a summer session in New York, for 
the purpose of introducing them to 
the field of social work as a possible 
profession. These awards will be 
made according to the qualifications 
of the individual applicants, and May 
10th has been set as the last appli- 
cation date for them."

Too many educational 
institutions indicate by their results 
that they are operated as tho their 
Bole purpose were to All the brain I 
with facts, regardless of the develop- 
ment of the heart or soul, and the 
chief or even sole function of their 
teachers is to see that a student eith- , 
er "passes" or flunks." | , 

This brings us to the declaration 
that the primary function of all 
schools should be the deveopment of 
moral and mental strength, the train- 
ing in right growth, rather than the 
mere cramming of the brains of learn- 
ers with "cold facts." A person may 
be educated in the knowledge of many 
subjects and yet be wrong in morals, 
and consequently be a bad man, who 
Incomes more dangerous to his fellow 
men and country as his knowledge in- 
creases. 

"Knowledge is power." but only 
when it is rightly applied, and if for 
my own child 1 could choose between 
an institution giving only subject in- 
struction and making out reports of 
grades and one paying close attention 
to individual character-building and 
habit-formation I should without hesi- 
tation choose the latter, especially for 
very young or unsettled persons. 

What students need above all else 
is training in the "ars rectus Vivendi" 
or the art of right living, and they do 
not acquire this spontaneously. Many 
must have careful personal supervis- 
ion, pruning, training and developing. 
Physical development, health preser- 
vation, habits of self-control and in- 
dutsry all must be established before 
or with the training in methods ot 
training and applying knowledge, and 
as these are essential factors it be 
conies the duty of the teachers to see 
to it that they are given first empha- 
sis. 

As my personal friend. Will Carle- 
ton, wrote. "The brain of the head is 
a failure compared with the brain of 
the heart." I am now satisfied that it 
is of far greater value to every indi- 
vidual to have a well developed "brain 
of the heart" or cons: ionee than to 
know all that can be taught by the 
"brain-stuffing rule." Some time ago 
I sat in a faculty meeting where for 
ovt<r one hour we discussed the wel- 
fare of one certain stud'iit, who had 
shown evidences of having made a 
wrong start. He was not dismissed 
from the institution, as would have 
been done in such case in some places, 
but careful plans were made to give 
him special help. He was watched 
and helped in every way possible, and 
the results are that today he is one 
of the best students I have ever known 
in deportment, application, earnest- 
ness and progress. He will sun en! 
because he is learning, first, how to 
control himself; second, his proper 
relations to his fellow men; third, his 
own imitations, possibilities and needs, 
and fourth, what must be his attain- 
ments and qualifications to enable 
him to take a useful and successful 
place in advancing the world's work 
for humanity. As we closed that par- 
ticular faculty meeting one was heard 
to remark. "We can now see that the 
function of the faculty is much great- 
er, more fundamental and far-reach- 
ing than that of merely assigning les- 
sons and reporting grades."

CR. JOHN B. FOCHT 

Merited appreciation of the services 
of Dr. Locht are voiced in this eulogy 
by a former pupil, William K. Miller, 
of Leiin township: 

Announcement of the death of Rev. 
Dr. John B, Locht, was a shock to alL 
who had known him. The distressing 
intelligence, not dholly unexpected, by 
reason of having undergone a serious 
surgical operation, yet. cast a pall of 
gloom and grief over the immediate 
neighborhood. 

Dr. Locht had endeared himself to 
many people in all walks of life. He 
was at once a profound scholar, yet 
a man of the simplest manners, demo- 
cratic, sympathetic, of easy approach; 
loved by his acquaintances. He pos- 
sessed that rare faculty, standing out 
in his personality, true manhood. 

He was a man of the very highest 
mentality, so much so, that he stood 
head and shoulders, above the multi- 
sliding thru ; tU(le> in tlu , God-given gifts, distin- 
guishing, the man of mark for his 
learning, liut he did not deem him- 
self so. He demeaned himself thru-| 
out life, as he in reality was, a man 
of the most signal attainments; but j 
he did not proclaim it from the house- 1 
tops. 

Any one coming in contact with him 
would quickly learn his mental make-! 
up. Pupils, who had the fortune to, 
come under his tutelage, will not for- 
get his absolute mastery of every de- 
tail in the class room. He always 
knew the logic of the situation con- 
fronting him and his classes. When 
thru with the hour his pupils went 
away, taking something worth remem- 
bering; something they could take 
SBUe, to home and think over carefully; some-,' 
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° ,iy thing out of the crucible, they could 
sift and use in after life. He was a 
master in the difficult art of teaching. 
He was none the less a preacher of 
equal note. 

In the class room his easy, flowing 
style of discourse, touched with the 
flavor of an intense, nervous method 
of reasoning-sustained to the end — 
all couched in purest English, aimed 
with care and precision at the core of 
the subject under consideration, left 
an indelible Imprest upon the pupils 
who sat at his feet. 

His pulpit oratory and Bible reason-!

The great comet that was seen by William 
of Normandy returned to our skies in 1910 
on its eleventh visit since the Conquest.

The lecturer, who for some years 
had been commissioner of immigra- 
tion at Ellis Island, seems to be deep- 
ly interested in the Americanization 
I Of the foreigner. Americanization be- 
ing something that you can't cram 
down their throats. Treat the foreign- 
er kindly and you can make a good 
citizen out of him, but treat him un- 
kindly and he will become an Anar- 
chist. 

Ellis Island, which is largely made 
Up of foreign soil, brought ovi r by 
ocean liners as ballast, has bees turn- 
ed, thru the efforts of Mr. W'allis, from 
a vale of tears to a haven of sunshine. 
Conditions were improved, entertain- 
ment was provided and many other 
things bettered to make the immigrant 
feel that he has at last reached the 
land of opportunity, which he has so 
long anticipated. 

The foreigner is not an animal, he 
is a human being and we must treat 
him as such. And unless we are de- 
scendants of the American Indian, we 
Deed not go back so many generations, 
perhaps, to trace the foreign blood 
that flow's thru our veins. 

Many of the problems of the for- 
eigner remain as yet unsolved. The 
government rests upon our shoulders. ; 
How ale we going to solve these prob- 
lems.

er the first asylum at Williamsburg,! 
Yirginia, was established. The treat-, 
ment of the insane was very cruel and 
horrible. In the latter half of the nine- 1 
teenth century came Dorothy Dix. In 
18f>4, Florence Nightingale. The names j 
of these great women and the ser- 
vices they have rendered will never 
be forgotten. A reformation was be- 
gun in the hospitals. The great need 
for training schools for nurses was 
recognized and by 1892, nineteen 
training schools for nurses were es- 
tablished in Pennsylvania, Danville 
being among them. 

At the present time there are fif- 
teen hundred forty patients in Dan- 
ville. None of the doors are locked. 
The patient suffering from mental 
disease comes as a sick individual who 
is studied from every angle that the 
underlying physical causes may be 
sought. A thorough study o, the life 
history of the person suffering from 
insanity is made. He is presented be- 
fore the entire medical force of he 
hospital and given treatment. The 
social service worker keeps him in 
touch with the outer world and also 
keeps his relative! Informed of his 
progress. Hospital influence follows 
him in the first few months and fifty 
per cent of the cases are cured, The 
other fifty per cent are divided into 
three groups. Pirst those who are 
above fifty years of age and are often 
put in the hospital merely because 
they are burdensome. Second, those 
of syphilitic infection. Third, those 
having dementia precox, a mental (lis- | 
order beginning in the teens. 

Clifford Peers, himself once insane, 
lias written a book called "The Mind 
Which Pound Itself." Our success in 
social life is dependent upon his men- 
tality. A trait that may he abnormal 
in one race may be normal in another. 
Mind has a structure as real as any 
other organ of the body. It keeps 
changing, making higher attributes of 
social life possible. The mind is de- 
pendent upon life, upon properties of 
certain living organs.

It was shown how emotion has more 
at- to do with one's state or condition than 
any factor in the environment. The

tribute to the memory of William 
Decker, whose tragic passing caused a 
great loss to the I'niversity. Mr. Keek- 
er's death occurred Friday evening 
when he was making an inspection 
tour of the Montgomery Table and 
Desk Factory, of which he was the 
president. He was operating alone an 
elevator from the second to the third 
floors and somehow his head was 
caught in the elevator gate. 

Funeral services for Mr. Decker 
were held tins afternoon from his late 
residence, with the Rev. Albert F.

A SUSQUEHANNA LOSS 
The tragic and untimely death of 
William Decker, of Montgomery, is a 
very serious loss to Susquehanna Uni- 
versity, 

Mr. Decker's interests were never 
closely confined to one enterprise, but 
Were broad and extensive. He was 
the head of several business organisa- 
tions in the borough of Montgomery. 
He also led most of the civic and wel- 
fare movements of that community. 

Of his money and time he gave gen- 
erously and unsparingly, and Susque- 
hanna has benefited greatly. He was 



By trade Mr. pecker was originally 
a carpenter, having received most of 
his education in the Clinton township 
schools. His industrial career began 
in lsss, when with several other part- 
ners he started the Montgomery Table 
Works, in the year 1901, Mr. Decker 
became the sole owner. In 1916 this 
business was incorporated under the 
name of the Montgomery Table and 
Desk Works, with the employes taking 
twenty per cent of the stock At the 
time of his death he was the presi- 
dent of this organization. He was also 
affiliated with many other industrial 
organizations, among them being the 
I'enn furniture Company, Montgomery 
Supply Company, Stokes Manufactur- 
ing Company, Montgomery ami Muncy 
Heat and Power Company, Montgom- 
. ery Store Company and the Anthra- 
cite Briquette Company. He was also 
president of the first National Bank 
of Montgomery, in all of these organ- 
izations his wise influence was ever 
tor their betterment. 

In Sunday school and church work 
Mr. Decker was very influential, hav- 
ing taughl the William Decker Bible 
class of the Montgomery Lutheran 
church tor thirty years. He was also 

connected with the late John Wana- 
maker and Howard Heinz in their 
Sunday school work', being a director 
of the World Sunday School Associa- 
tion; director and chairman of the 
young people's division of the Penn- 
sylvania State Sabbath School Asso- 
ciation and vice president of the Ly- 
coming County Sabbath School Asso- 
ciation.

environment. The subtle roots of the 
trouble are alcoholism and incurable 
diseases. 

Another greal cause of concern to 
the nation is the all too common 
feeble-mindedness, which is not al- 
ways recognised for what it is. The 
common causes of this are influenza, 
scarlet fever, adenoids, tonsils, tu- 
bercular condition in the preceding 
generation and others too numerous 
to be recorded. A greal cause not of- 
ten recognized is the thoughtless con- 
ception when one or the other par- 
ent is fatigued or in poor physical 
condition. All these conditions com- 
bine in their effect in causing arrest- 
ed mental development or in its retard- 
ation. This shows itself first in school
